Ed. Laverone, Of Camino, 
“Doing Very Well” After 
Injury On Saturday 


Ed. Laverone, one of the train- 
men of the Michigan-California 
Lumber Company at Camino, was 
reported “doing very well” at Pla- 
cerville Sanitorium Monday morn- 
ing. 

Laverone’s left arm was al] but 
torn off in a traffic accident Sat- 
urday noon on what is known as 
“Nigger Curve,’ about three-quart- 
ers of a mile west of the Five-Mile 
House on U. S. Route 50, east of 
Placerville, 

Removed to Placerville Sanitor- 
ium, it was found necessary to am- 
putate the arm just below’ th 
shoulder. 

Laverone was eastbound on the 
highway in a pick-up truck he had 
borrowed from a Placerville gar- 
age while work was being done on 
his own car. 

According to Officer H. B. Fowler, 
of the state highway patrol, Lave- 
rone was on his own side of the 
highway and was driving with his 
left arm either on the window edge 
or hanging outside the cab. 


His car was hit by a westbound | 


machine driven by Thora E. Wins- 
land, of 3307 Bruce Street, Oakland, 
which was said to have been trav- 
eling at such a speed that the driv- 


er was unable to control it on the | 


curve and smashed into Laverone’s 
car in such a manner that the arm 
was badly broken and torn. 

Miss Winsland was given first aid 
attention at the scene of the wreck 
and Mr. Laverone was removed to 
the hospital.

He picked up a 
55-volt line and a ground wire and 
stood the shock until he stepped 
onto wet ground.

AAA PROGRAM DEADLINE 
JUNE 1ST, EXECUTIVE 
OFFICER WARNS 


Every farmer and rancher who 
plans to take part in this year’s 
AAA conservation program should 
be sure that he has filed the neces- 
sary forms by June 1, stated T. R. 
Merryweather, Acting State AAA 
Executive Officer, from Berkeley 
headquarters today. 

Unless a farmer or range oper- 
ator has filed his intention to par- 
ticipate in the 1939 program with 
his County Agricultural Conserva- 
tion Association office before the 
June 1 deadline, he will not be el- 
igible to earn agricultural conser- 
vation, range conservation, or price 
adjustment payments under this 
year’s program. 

Merryweather estimated that ap- 
proximately 60,000 intentions to 
participate have been filed and that 
a total of over 85,000 intentions to 
participate are expected. 

“This indicates an increase in 
participation by California farmers 
in this year’s program as compared 
with the 1938 program under which 
it is expected that 72,000 applica- 
tions for payments will be filed,” he 
pointed out. 

“At present, close to 50 per cent 
of the 1938 program applications 
for payment have been filed through 
| county offices, and these applica- 
| tions are being approved for pay- 
ment as rapidly as possible.”

Harry Winfield Covey 
Admitted To Bail Of 
$2,500 On Saturday 


Harry Winfield Covey, Deer Val- 
ley mine operator, was. released 
from the county jail on Saturday 
under $2,500 bail pending a hear- 
ing on two assault charges brought 
against him. 

Covey is charged with assault 
with a deadly weapon with intent 
to commit murder, and with assault 
with a deadly weapon. The com- 
plaint was made by Richard L. Bat- 
son on behalf of himself as regards 
the first count, and on behalf of 
Sheriff George M. Smith in the sec- 
ond instance. 

Batson, according to Sheriff Geo. 
M. Smith, was one of two men who 
went to Covey’s mining property 
Friday morning to take possession 
of a truck which had been attached 
under a judgment obtained in a 
Sacramento Court. ; 

Covey, it is charged, met them 
with a rifle and fired one shot at 
them following which they noti- 
fied the sheriff, who reports he was 
met by Covey at the gate to his 
property, that Covey carried a rifle 
which he held in his arms and that 
he cautioned the sheriff not to en- 
ter the property.

and relief are still to be heard in 
addition to more than 600 other 
measures. 


The bill which would create a 
seperate department of mines, sep- 
arating the present mining bureau 
from the Department of Natural 
Resources appear to be doomed as 
far as this session goes. This bill 
which passed the Senate was ap- 
parently side tracked in the As- 
sembly where it was sent to the 
Committee on Governmental Effi- 
ciency, a committee which after 
two public hearings has refused it 
a “do pass” recommendation. The 
writer being a new member has not 
learned all the angles yet and we 
do not know the reason why this 
particular mining bill was referred 
to the Governmental Efficiency 
Committee rather than the Com- 
mittee on Mines and Mining, un- 
less the fact that it created a new 
department was the reason for its 
being referred to that committee. 
In the Senate the bill was heard 
before the Mines Committee. The 
bill was opposed by the Director 
of Naturad Resources, 

While the bill referred to above, 
had the support of a large group of 
mining men, it did not have the 
unanimous support of the industry. 
Personally the writer believes that 
the mining industry is entitled to a 
separate department of the state 
government but until mining can 
get together and agree on legisla- 
tion we cannot see how they can 
hope to pass legislation when they 
themselves are divided on the ques- 
tion. 

Your assemblyman last week was 
appointed a member of a sub-com- 
mittee of the Fish and Game com- 
mittee which has under consider- 
ation a water pollution bill. Two 
hearings have been heard on the 
bill and we believe that it will be 
amended satisfactorily both to the 
sportsmen and to industry. 

There has been considerable 
newspaper comment regarding the 
defeat of the Donnelly Lobbyist bill 
by the Assembly. The writer voted 
against this bill and in a later 
article we will discuss the matter 
of lobbying. However, there is a bill 
before the lower house which we 
will support 100 per cent. This bill 
AB 2241. sponsored by Assemblymen 
Kepple and Dilworth provides for 
{the punishment of bribery and bribe 
solicitations.
